God would haye 
the Prophet write the day, not onely to adde weight ro his 
Prophet , but to ſtir them np tobee atteted, and to fſce how 
or providentital hand of God ordered things at a great di-

Here was the Occafien or . cauſe of his writing down the 
day, and (o prophelying upon it; Nebachadnezzar was that 
day itting down betore Fer#/a!:m, as you may clearly ſee 
1 King.35.1-Jer,39.1.ch.52.4, wien Nebnchadnezzar was 
upon a warlike expedition, hee knew nor wherher he ſhould 
g0to Rabbath or Jeru{alem, chap.21,21. but hee was orde- 
red by a divinc hand, to lay fiedge to Jeruſalem, the tenth 
day of the tenth menth, in the ninth year, which Ezekiel conld 
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not poſſibly know, had not the Lord revealed it. This was 
4a bulineſle of high concernment to the Jews in J#des, and 
choſe in Babylon. The Hebrew for ſer »imſelf, is Samach , 
which ontanmus renders, adjunxit ſe, Others, Correbora- 
vit ſe, fulcivit ſe, and the French. Eft fortifiebe joyned,ſtreng- 
thezed, and fortified himſelf againſt Jeruſalem, 

Obſ.z The Lord takes notice of what men do, and can'make 
known the ſame to whem hee pleaſes at what diſtance ſoever, Ne- 
buchadnezzar and his Forces were 1n Jwdea,fitting down be- 
fore Jer#/alem, and this the Lord revealed ro Ezekiel bein 
in Babylon, It was declared to Eliſha, whether the King ©

Thoſe the Prophet bids them to burn nnder the Por , and 
that ro maniteſt the cauſe of Gods great wrath againſt, and 
juit deftruQion of the City, Bur this interpretation of _ 
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ſuits not with the ſcope of the placez Which is not to diſ- 
quiet the bones of the innocent, and lay puniſhment upon 
them, but to revenge their death. The bones here are to 
ſufter as well as the fleſh; wee may underſtand theſe words 
thus; Let fleſh and benes boyle together , and when they arc 
{o boiled, that all the fleſp and tat is taken trom the boxer, 
then bar» them; that is, when all che wealth, places, hoe 
nour are taken trom che richxthen let them be deſtroyed by 
Famine, Plague, or Sword, and that is the burning of the

The Jews were wont to bewail their dead, 2 Chrox. 35, 
24-25, All Judah and Jeruſalem mourned for Joſiah, Jeremy la- 
mented for him, and all the finging men and ſinging women, 
Abraham mov rned fox Sarah,Gen,23-2.they were wont to cry, | 
Ah my Brother, Ah my Siſter, Ferem,22,1$. tocut and make 
themſelves bald in their Lamentations for their dead,Jer,16.6, 
which was forbid the Priefs, Levit,21. 5. though they 
might moxrs for heir nar kindred, ibid.y,23. but Ezekiel 
muſt make #0 morning, bc mult not put on Sackcloath, ſhave 
his headzor the coraers of his beard,nor cart his fleſh at all;he 
is forbid all funcral pompe and expreſſions, 
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Binde the tire of thine head upon thee. 


It wasin practice among the Jews,lomctimes to cover their 
heads in their mournings, as being unworthy to ſee the light , 
Or any creatures,and {ometimes to zxcover them zAS NOT bein 
worthy of any Ornament) 2 Sam,15.32. David and thoſ 
with him, had their heads covered, and went weeping, 
Levit,10.6. When Nadab and Abibas wcre deſtroyed by 
fire,and Aaron with his remaining Sonnes,had great cauſe to 
worn; Moſes commands them not to #ncover their heads, or 
rend their cloaths, clearly demonltrating that that was their 
cuſtoine in their mournings, They made bare their heads, 
and 12id aſhes or carth upon them, as you may ſee, 1 Sam,g. 
12, Lamert.2,10, This Ezckiel might not do, hee muſtnot 
throw oft his head tire, The word 1s Peer, or Pear, which 
{ignifies, Gloria, ornament», decus, what ever the Prophet 
did wear upon his head, hee mult keep 1t on, and not layir 
aſide,

In their mournings and funcrals they went bare-foot,2 Sam, 
15.30, David was bare-foot when hee went up the aſcent of 
Mount Olivet., Antenixs Margarita who of a Jew became 
Chriſtian, and writ of the Ritcs of the Jews, ſaith, thar the 
kindred at the death of a friend do. tear their. garments, cat 
nothing that day inthat houſe,but abroad , that they catno 
fleſb,drink no wine,unlefle it be upon the Sabbath, and that 
they follow the Hearſe,nvdis pedibws, Tothis aorecs what 
Leo Medeia hath lately commendcd to the world: The 
neareſt kindred of the party deceaſed, when they are retut- 
ned to their houſe,they fit down altogether upon the ground 
without ſooes upon their fect, this rite of going bare» foor was 
a token of grict and ſhame, [ſay.20.34.

Neither ſhall men give them the cup of conſolation to TOE: Mas 
drink, for their fat her - 6x their mather, they tealted with them tena.iſtory | 
as the next verſe ſhews, and fought hereby ro drive away efthe preſent 
their ſorrows, Not onely did the Jews make feaſts at the Iews 5 Par.ch.y 
funerals of their dead, bur the Gentiles alſo had ir much in 
praice, They had their feaſts called Parentalia & Silicer- 
#ia, SOMCtimecs their feaſts were ad mortworum memoriam, 
for memorials, and honour of the dead. Sometimes, eAd 
H eredum pratiam,in behalt of their Heirs which ſucce-ded 
them; and moſtly, Ad amicorum ſolativm, forthe comfort 
of their friends, Pro.31.6,7.they that had heavy hearts, were 
to have wine given them to drink, that being comforted 
therewith, they might remember their miſcry nonflore; E- 
zekje! muſt not mourn, neither drink of any thing belonged 
to mourners, nor meddle with any of their Rites.

14.9, 
and other ten thouſaud did the children of F#dh carry a-
